Town clerk J. Theodoré Crown was authorized to sell the town
truck for e price of not less thasn $225. The motion was mede by
Councilen Wells and seconded by Roberts. Councilman Morgan reported
e trash fire burning unattended at the home of G. O, Middleton, 6705
F St. and a warning was issued to all residents that night fires are
uniawful.,
